ments are made otherwise the units 
wherein the increases are greatest 
will bear more than their ju st por­ 
tion. 
The Banner is quite right in 
insisting that appraisements be made 
upon the value of property and not 
tim amount of taxes paid by any 
taxing unit. 
There can be no argu­ 
ment on that point. 
But in justice 
to all property owners tile appraise­ 
ments ought to he made uniformly. 
And a- the Banner suggests the in­ 
vestigation ought to he made along 
the line to see that nil real estate of 
th** same quality is assessed on the 
-aine l»a-is. 


I'NIFORMUY ESSFA TIAU 
The success or failure of the nevi 
tax law depends upon the degree of 
uniformity with which the appraise­ 
ments are made.

if property in one township is taken 
of its actual rash value while that

«r basis, the burden of taxation will 
not be fairly and evenly distributed.
